f f Sta-toof Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, iu counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, were lately nczed by lawless 
persons, and taken away ; i ■ m their place of de- 
posit in Maj field; and it being reported to me 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley — 

Hesolvtd, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to tnke such steps as he mny think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arms 
forcibly taken from M*y field, aud carried to Ful- 
ton- countr.

Now, therefore, I, BEIU AH MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commuiin ealth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within the jurisdiction 
of this State, having in his possession auy arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the gfimc to the 
Judge of the Country Court of the county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to tho 
Slate Arsenal at Frankfort; and I make tnffl ap- 
peal to the loyalty of such citizens in good faith, 
believing thaL they will promptly manifest such a 
signal proof of their fidelity to the laws and au- 
thorities of the State; at the samo time warning 
all concerned that if this order be not promptly 
ubeyed, my duty will require the most vigorous 
enforcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

Mr. WOLFE advocated the passage of 
the Senate resolution at considerable length.

He urged the 
adoption of the substitute. 

[This resolution, ottered as a substitute, 
has been heretofore published ]

Mr. W. C. ANPERSON opposed the sub- 
stitnte, and advocated the passage of the 
Senate's resolution. 

Mr. BURNAM spoke in favor of the sub- 
stitute. 

Mr. RANKIN addressed the House in 
support of the Senate resolution. 

Mr. HUSTON ottered the following, in 
place of his former substitute, for the Senate 
resolution, viz : 

Retolved, That the arrest of Geo. W. Ewing, 
Goo. W. Silvertooth, and John L. Irvan, members 
of this General Assembly, was illegal, and is dis- 
approved ; but it is Dot intended hereby to im- 
pugn the motions of the persona making said ar- 
rest. 

Mr. ALLEN moved- that the whole mat- 
ter be referred to a select committee of five: 
negatived. 

Mr. G. M. THOMAS moved the previ- 
ous question: ordered. 

The substitute ot Mr. HUSTON was then 
adopted, by yeas 45; nays 18. 

The resolution, as amended by the substi- 
tute,*wus then adopted by yeas 43; nays 23. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE

Some discussion ensued on the bill. 
Mr. FINNELL ottered the lollowiug sub- 
stitute :

Interesting to Volunteers. — The Secre- 
tary of War has directed that the Paymas- 
ter General of the army shall arrange for 
the payment of volunteers as directed by 
the provisions of the act of Congress rela- 
ting thereto, dated July 24. and as amended 
August 6,1861, viz: When organized and 
accepted by the Governors of the several 
States, without regard to the date of musters 
ing into the service of the United States, pro 
vided payment has not been made by the 
respective States, lor which the'Government 
will eventually be linble. When volunteer 
regiments have been accepted by the War 
Pepartmcnt, upon what are termed indepen- 
dent acceptances, pay will be allowed from 
the date of the organization of each com- 
pany, with the minimum number of men. 
Satisfactory evidence in each case must be 
shown. 



Russell Aurksted for Shootino Game on 
Sunday. — The Chicago Tribune learns that 
the correspondent of the London Times has 
been arrested near Wilmington, Illinois, for 
a violation of thestatute which forbids shoot- 
ing on Sunday. The Poctor was after prai- 
rie chickens with a two-barrelled shot-gun. 
His case is a hard one. After having made 
game ol the American Eagle for manv 
months, shooting all the while with a long 
bow, to be now hauled before a country jus- 
tice of the peace for wild banging at grouse, 
is too bad. 



St. Louis. Oct 2. — In consequence of the 
secession of the Cherokee Nation, and its 
alliance with the Southern Confederacy, 
Col. McNeil, Assistant Provost Marshal, is- 
sued a proclamation, notifying the St. Louis 
Building and Savings Association, that the 
sum of $33,000, part of the annuity paid 
Cherokee8 by the Government of the United 
States, now on deposit in that institution, is. 
under an act of Congress, forfeited to the 
United States, and confiscated to their use 
aud benefit. 



Proclamation by the Governor. 

W'bf-cias, Tho following resolutions, vil: 
have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto to 
tho r contrary notwithstanding, and are theroforc 
the law of the land, I do hereby issue this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
icns of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dienoe thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden to execute the purposes contemplated 
by said resolutions; and I hereby require all citi- 
zens of Kentucky subject to military duty tc obey 
the call which tho said Gen. Crittenden may 
make upon them in accordance with tho provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

Whkrkas, Kentucky has been invaded by the 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the State 
have insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the Stato by demanding terms to which 
Kentucky caunot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Attembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the invaders 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now in 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of tho State, 
and of defending and protecting tho people of 
Kentucky in the peaceful enjoyment of their lives 
and property, it is — 

2. Further retolved, That General Robert An- 
derson, a native Kcntuckiau, who has been ap- 
pointed to the command of the Department of 
Cumberland, bo requested to take instant com- 
mand, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of repelling the invaders 
from our soil. 

3. Ketohed, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel the 
invaders from the soil of Keutucky, no citizen 
shall be molested on account of his political opin- 
ions; that no citizens' properly shall be taken or 
confiscated because of such opinions, nor shall any 
slave be set free by any military commander, and- 
that all peaceable citizens and their families are 
entitled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of tho Government in the enjoyment of their 
livcs / their liberties and their property. 

•t. Retolved, That His Excellency, the Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be requested 
to give all the aid in his power lo accomplish the 
end desired by these resolutions, and that he call 
out so much of the military force of the State un- 
der his command, as may be necessary therefor, 
and that be place the same under the command ol 
Gen. Thomas L. Crittcddcn. 

t, Retolved, That the patriotism of every Ken- 
tuckian is invoked, and is confidently rcliujl up 
on lo give active aid in the defense of the Com 
monweallu. 

IN TESTIMONY WHEREOF, I

fixed. Done at Frankfort, this 20th day of Sep 
tembcr, in the year of our Lord 1601, and in the 
70th year of tho Commonwealth.

Report of Hon. John A. Prnll, chair- 
man of the Senate committee oil Fed- 
eral Relations. 

The committee on Federal Relations, to 
whom have been referred sundry resolutions 
and memorials in opposition to the direct 
tax, levied by an act of Congress at its late 
extra session, for the purpose of aiding the 
government in resisting the efforts now be- 
ing made for its destruction, would respect- 
fully ask to be discharged from the further 
consideration ol the same. Your committee 
would take occasion to suggest to the memo- 
rialists, that in our judgment they have mis- 
taken the body to which it would be proper 
tor them to apply and present the grounds 
of their opposition to the measure referred 
to. The tax to which they object was im- 
posed by the action ol" the General Govern- 
ment, of which Kentucky is a member, and 
the authority of which is paramount and 
supreme within the scope of the powers dele- 
gated to it by the Federal Constitution, and 
no one of those powers is more clearly de- 
fined than that which authorizes Congress 
to lay and collect taxes. If there be just 
ground of objection to the legislation com- 
plaincVl of by the petitioners, they should 
therefore present their grievances to Con- 
gress, and attempt, through the regular 
forms of tin; government, to procure the re- 
peal of the objectionable laws. Your com- 
mittee, while they would jealously guard the 
internal authority, and the individuality of 
the States as distinct political organizations, 
recognized as such in our Federative system, 
would nevertheless reject, as wholly untena- 
ble and utterly destructive of the govern- 
ment itself, the assumption of a power on 
the part of any member of the Union to re. 
peal and annul, at its own will and caprice, 
any law of Congress from which it might be 
disposed to dissent. 

The inauguration of such a principle 
would at once subvert the fundamental ideas 
upon which the Government is based, and 
leave in its stead a mere confederation of sov- 
ereignties too frail and w eak to subsist for a 
day. To remain a part of the Federal 
Union, and at the same time resist, or at- 
tempt to obstruct, the payment of taxes levi- 
ed upon all its citizens for its maintenance 
and support, would be only a disguised and 
covert form of rebellion and revolution. We 
can, therefore, regard the prayer of the peti- 
tioners as nothing less than an invitation to 
this body to defy the will of the people 
spoken so often and in tones so distinct and 
emphatic at the polls, and to ignore our own 
solemn obligations as the representatives of 
a free and loyal constituency, by plunging 
this Commonwealth in the stormy vortex of 
revolution, and uniting in the fierce and 
wicked effort now being made to dismember 
and destroy the noblest and freest Govern- 
ment ever instituted among men. Kentucky 
has seen, in the grievances complained of by 
the South, no just cause for revolution 
against her Government, and she utterly re- 
pudiates and rejects the doctrine of seces- 
sion. It has no warrant in reason or sound 
political philosophy, and is in conflict with 
the 'spirit and genius of our institutions. 
Unlike other Governments ours was happily 
provided by its patriotic founders with the 
amplest means of removing every oppression 
in its administration, and correcting every 
error which experience might develop in its 
form and structure, through its own peaceful 
agencies. We see no ground, therefore, in 
the pasSage of an objectionable law, or in 
the election of a public functionary in oppo 
Mlion to our wishes, to break up and destroy 
our Government. Legislation is subject to 
the revision and scrutiny of the people who 
are the ultiuinte sources of power, and put 
lie magislrates are elected for limited terms 
but our Government was formed to survive 
the transitory existence of parties, and to en- 
dure forever. 

We arc not ready, then, to counsel any act 
of insubordination upon the part of Kentucky 
towards a Government under whose mild and 
benignant sway we have enjoyed so much 
prosperiiy and happiness, and which, while 
it has secured the amplest protection to 
to every citizen at home and abroad, has on- 
ly been felt in the boundless benificence of 

its blessings. 

But the views we have attempted todevel- 
ope have been infinitely strengthened by 
events which have transpired since these 
memorials were received. Kentucky has 
hitherto forborne to take part by furnishing 
her quota of soldiers to repel the war which 
has been waged for the destruction of the 
Union, and while condemning the rebellion 



By an armed invasion of our State, and 
by a determined effort through military 
power to subjugate our people into submis- 
sion to the authority of the so-called South- 
ern Confederacy, and thus to reverse by the 
sword the verdict of the people pronounced 
at the polls. Even now the desolating tread 
of the invader is upon our soil ; our fields are 
laid waste ; our towns are burned, and our 
citizens arc driven from their homes, and 
Kentucky has been compelled to appeal to 
her Government, and to call forth the youth 
and chivalry of the Commonwealth, to drive 
back the ruthless invader. In this emergen- 
cy the General Government has promptly re- 
sponded to our call, and even now thousands 
of true and heroic men from our sister 
States are standing between our homes 
and the desolating march of the foe. The 
revenue which we are called upon to con- 
tribute to our Government, with many mil- 
lions more, is being expended by that Gov- 
ernment in the defense of our State, and to 
shield our hearth-stones and our homes from 
ruin and desolation. In the opinion of your 
committee, then, every feeling of gratitude, 
every consideration ot interest, and every 
sentiment of loyalty, concur in opposition 
to the prayer of the petitioners. 



The War in Kentucky. 

We learn from a reliable source that Col. 
T. T. Garrard met an advance force of Zol- 
licofl'er's army, when an engagement ensu- 
ed. The rebels were defeated with consid- 
erable loss in killed and wounded, and were 
driven back to Barboursville. 

A Secession camp in Carter county was at- 
tacked by two conipanies of Home Guards. 
The battle resulted in the complete rout of 
the rebels, almost their entire camp being 
killed or taken prisoners. 

News was received here last night that 
Jim Chrisman marched into Wayne, (his 
native county.) at the head of a company of 
rebels, which he had recruited in Tennessee. 
He was met by a detachment of Col. Hos- 
kin's command, and completely routed. 
Chrisman was shot through the shoulder and 
taken prisoner. The rebels suffered great 
loss in killed and wounded. 



Senator Wouthington. — When the "bill 
to raise volunteer forces, and to repel the in- 
vasion of the State, and for other purposes," 
was passed in the Senate, Mr. Worthington, 
the Senator from Boyle, voted against the 
bill, and had entered on the journal his rea- 
son for so doing, which are as follows, viz: 

Mr. Worthington, when be recorded his vote, 
said that he had objections to the bill, and that 
be voted against it because he had no confidence 
in the Governor, and would not confide any trust 
whatever to his hands." 

We make this statement injustice to Sen- 
ator Worthington. as some persons might 
suppose that he was not a true Union man 
from the fact that in that vote his name ap- 
pears, alone of all the Union Senators, 
against the bill. If he has erred in this vote, 
we assure our readers, and the constituents 
of that gentleman, that it has been from an 
excess of strong Union feeling, and not from 
any want of fidelity to his party and his con- 
stituents. There is not, we verily believe, a 
more unflinching friend of the Union, and 
the true interest of the State, in either 
House, than Senator C. T. Worthington.

The Storm in Western New York— Great 
Destruction of Property. 

The Buffalo and Rochester papers bring' 
us additional particulars of the storm in 
Western New York. 

The Rochester Union says: The storm 
which has just visited this section of the 
country was unusually severe. Thursday 
was a very mild day, but toward evening it 
began to rain, and before midnight it had 
become a steady storm. Rain continued to 
fall through the most of yesterday with 
scarcely any cessation. In the latter part 
of the day, the storm became more violent, 
and the wind rose as the rain increased. 
Take it altogether, it was a very wild night. 
Towards midnight the rain ceased, but the 
wind was high ami shook things fearlu|ly. 
The wet trees suffered most, and many were 
prostrated, we presume, in the city and vi- 
cinity. A large locust fell across Allen 
street, above Oak, tearing up a flagstone 
walk with its roots, and breaking down a 
fence with itstop. The street was completely 
barricaded against carriages by this tree. 
Two trees in North Fitzhugh street were 
overturned so far as to become sheltered by 
the buildings from the merciless gale. .One 
of the ancient willows in front of the Frends' 
Meeting House was tipped to an angle of 
forty-five degrees. 

Some trees fell across North St. Paul 
streets near Hand street, and blocked up that 
avenue. In other parts of the city, more or 
less trees were prostrated. 

In the counlry more or less damage en- 
sued. We hear that the Lower Dugway, 
known as the Rich road to Penfield, is im- 
passable in consequence of the water hav- 
ing washed the road out into the form of a

A bridge and mill dam just east of Victor, 
were destroyed by the freshet. 

The water in the Genessec river is rising 
rapidly, and we should not be surprised to 
hear thai considerable damage had been 
done nt the South. 

On the Lake the storm was severe, but we 
hear. of no disasters. Like easterly storms 
generally, there was a premonition, and ves- 
sels (ound a refuge. 

The steamers Ontario, Cataract and Maple 
Leaf were here last night, but neither ven- 
tured to leave port. The Maple Leaf went 
across the Lake this morning, and the On- 
tario went to Oswego. The Cataract was 
bound up to Toronto, but Capl. Leydard con- 
cluded to remain here till this time to go 
down the Lake this afternoon and transfer 
his up passengers to the Bay State, to be 
here on the way up to-night 

A number of vessels took refuge in this 
harbor yesterday. Those bound down left 
this morning with a fair wind. 

Three sluice ways on the Chilli road, near 
Chilli Centre, were overflowed, and the road 
way washed out to the depth of six oreiglit 
feet. The roads in that town were nearly 
impassable this lorenoon. The highway! 
throughout the country are probably more 
or less damaged. 

The Buffalo Courier of Monday says: 

The tremenduous rain during Thursday 
night and Friday created freshets of consid- 
erable magnitude. The Lake Shore Rail- 
road had a number of culverts and bridges 
carried away or damaged. We understand 
that Silver Creek became. so swoleu as to 
overflow its banks, flooding fields and houses, 
destroying the bridges and drow ning cattle. 
Buffalo Creek, usually a quiet, sluggish 
stream, is furious to day, and pours out ol its 
mouth, despite the heavy westerly wind, an 
unwonted volunieof turbid water. The cur- 
rent is so swift as to render navigation ex- 
tremely difficult, and quite a number of col- 
lisions, with little damage however, occur- 
red this morning: A vast amount of drift 
wood has lodged at various points, and hun- 
dreds of the poorer people are engaged in se- 
curjug it, against the cold winter that is so 
close upon us. 

We do not hear of any marine accidents 
on the Lake, though Friday night was very 
dark, and squally and rainy. The fleet out 
was small however. 

We understand that quite a number of 
cattle we-e drowned along the Lake Shore 
turnpike, and that in some cases houses and 
barns have been swept away. We fear that 
the freshet has done very much damage 
through this and the adjoining counties, the 
details of which will come to hand in due 
time. 

Taken altogether, it is the severest storm 
that has visited this section in a good while. 

JaaiJ-A Havana correspondent of the New 
York Times writing on the 20th of Septem- 
ber, says that the French war steamer La- 
voisier had just left that port to deliver dis- 
patches to the French Consul at New Orleans.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

AVherkas, tho following act of the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwoalth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by moon the 20th instaut, is the 
law of the land, I think proper, in the exorcise of 
my executive duties, to make the same promptly 
known to the public, as I do hereby, and I do 
hereby enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to bo obedient to all tho requirements there- 
of, to the end that the humane and noble pur- 
poses of the Legislature may be faithfully effec- 
ted. The said act of tho Ocncral Assembly is as 
follows : 

Jteeolutione providing fur the peace and quiet of 
the citizen* o/thie t'ommonwenlth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
tho hope thai they may not be involved in the un- 
natural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky is

so that if they shall be involved in war, they will, 
as far r*s possible), relieve and paliate its calami- 
ties; therefore, 

JieeolveU oy the General Attembly »f the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place wilbin nur territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
people of Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences of 
political opinions; that it is the duly of ihe people 
to be obedient to Ihe civil authorities, nr.d r.spoct, 
in times of war as well as peace, ittl the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the constitution 
and laws of the laud: that nil good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights of 
life, liberty, and property, against all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing them before the courts for trial. 

2. Heeolred, That we, the Representatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of tbe foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly rccommcud a like ob-crvance by 
all the people of the State of Kentucky.
